Cat Flu Not 
Contagious 
To Humans 


Despite m any sim ilarities 
t v 
hum an flu. cat flu is not conta­ 
gious to hum an beings, says Dr. 
Dragutin Maksic of the U niver­ 
sity of Illinois College of Veteri­ 
nary Medicine. 
The veterinary m edical

for this disease is infectious fel­ 
ine pneumonitis, which m eans a 
contagious pneumonia of cats.

depressed probably have cat flu, 
During these first signs, however, 
the appetite is seldom im paired.

After two days the cat will have 
I discharging eyes and nose in ad­ 
dition to coughing and sneezing. 
The discharge m ay cause t h e 
eyelids to stick together and the 
nostrils to plug. 
Most cases, if properly cared 
j for, will recover after IO to 14 
days. But a small percentage of 
infected cats develop com plies - 
! tions. Their breathing is labored, 
they sneeze, cough, shake 
their 
I heads, and show effects of blind­ 
ness. Their m ovem ents are n o t 
coordinated and appetites 
a r e 
impaired 
Cats with com plica­ 
tions m ay die from pneumonia, or 
they m ay not recover for m any 
j months. 
Sulfa 
drugs 
and 
antibiotics, 
properly used, are of some bene­ 
fit in treating cats with p n e u ­ 
monia. But most im portant 
i S 
nursing sick animals. 
Keep infected* cats in a w arm , 
dry place. Wash the eyes care­ 
fully and keep the nostrils open 
by cleaning. Consult a veterinar­ 
ian at the earliest signs of illness.

fund-raising, particularly for the m ajor volun­ 
tary health agencies, is now a multi-million 
dollar enterprise. 
One suburb learned decisively last week 


just how power! ul these charitable behemoths 


actually are. 


Like so many communities, Northbrook 
recognized 
the problems created by the 
proliferation of charity drive**. 
It was felt 
that adoption of a single fund drive in

In order to m ake the United Fund plan 
slick, the village passed an ordinance in 1951 
requiring a license to solicit for charities. 
I.ast month, the polio foundation -one of 
the national health agencies which refuses to 
cooperate with the united fund raising—-was 
denied a permit to conduct its 1958 March of 
Dimes campaign in Northbrook.

firm of Springer, Bergstrom and Crowe 
to handle what was regarded as a signifi­ 
cant test case.

The American Cancer society then announc­ 
ed its intention to join the polio foundation in 
its suit against the village.

When charity reaches the 
point it can forestall the will of the communi­ 
ty, th a ts pretty bad.** 


From 1955 to 1957, the polio founda­ 
tion with its independent appeal in North­ 
brook. collected an average of $3,656 a 
year. 
In comparison, the United Fund in 
the same period offered them $2,1*6 and 
$!,lMli a year; both offers were rejected. 
Behind the agencies’ refusal to* participate 
in the united fund appeals is cold, hard cash. 
P art of the disparity in collections can be cred­ 
ited to the fact that many of these giant agen­ 
cies decline to give a united fund the same or­ 
ganized 
effort 
they 
render their individual 
fund-raising efforts. 


More 
significantly, 
voluntary 
health 
groups lose an important propaganda ad­ 
vantage when they surrender their individ­ 
ual identity. Fund raisers for these organi­ 


z a t i o n s depend greatly upon the emotional 
impact of an appeal based upon the needs 
of a crippled child, a heart patient, or a 
cancer-ridden victim. 
Bluntly put, the United F u n d s pitch is JI 
rational one, and rationalism can't make the 
dollars flow as well as a good, solid sob story 
can.

says that he “ labored y*ith the 
utmost zeal for the advance­ 
ment of the work of the Church 
and devoted himself faithfully 
and conscientiously to its in­

I have not tried to tiara out 
all of his interests — indicate 


that besides serving as clerk, 
he was one of the organizers 
of the volunteer fire depart­ 
ment and served as its first 
secretary.

A detailed ambulance call form is being 
considered by county sheriffs police under fire 
for alleged favoritism to a Chicago ambulance 
service. 


The proposal was made la**t week by 
the chief deputy sheriff who said it was de­ 
signed to answer charges made by County 
Commissioner Charles Chaplin that acci­ 
dent victims sometimes had to walt for 
“ favored** ambulances when tither services 


W ere closer. 
Sheriff Eohman, Democrat, has labeled Re­ 
publican Chaplins charges as “playing poli­ 
ties.” 


However, as far back as May, 1956, sub­ 
urban officials were complaining to the coun­ 
ty sheriffs office about ambulance favoritism. 
Members of the Cook County Suburban 
Firem en’s association told Capt. Robert Hesse 
of the sheriff’s police that one ambulance ser­ 
vice operating from Chicago was called when 
other ambulances were available at less dis­ 
tance. 
Hesse was also told that this service 
had argued with other ambulances at the scene 
of an accident about which one was to take 
a patient to the hospital. 
In one ease. it was alleged at the 1956 
meeting, the county police had insisted on 
transferral of a patient from one ambu­ 
lance to another. 


Replied Hesse: ‘T h e rule in all accident 
cases is that the closest ambulance should be 
called—whether it is a fire department, hos­ 
pital or private ambulance. The sheriffs po­ 
lice have no tie-m with any ambulance or tow­ 
ing service.” 


Yet records in the office of Sheriff Toll­ 


man show that this same service last March 


responded to l l out of 21 accident cases in un­ 


incorporated areas of north Cook county in 


which victims were removed to hospitals. - 


A spot check of 2 other months showed 
that the Same ambulance service handled 
28 out of 32 c a s e s la s t December and 15 
out of t i la s t July. 
Capt. Hesse last week said the large num­ 
ber of cases handled by the Chicago service 
does not indicate favoritism or hint of pay­ 
offs on the part of the sheriffs police. 
He 
said “It only points out the wonderful job that 
one particular ambulance service is doing in 
handling highway accidents.” 
For nearly 2 years, the sheriffs office has 
been making promises and issuing statem ents 
about, the ambulance-chasing racket. 


In 
the 
meantime, 
there 
have 
been 
cases of injured motorists compelled to lie 
on the pavement fo r 'as bing as an hour 
while county police summoned the “won­ 
derful*’ 
ambulance 
servile—even 
though 
other ambulances were only minutes away. 


Instead of hollering “politics,” Sheriff Leh­ 
man should be earnestly working with the 
county board and s ta te s atto rn ey s office to 
straighten 
out 
the 
ambulance-chasing 
mess 
once and for all. 
Lohman has been one of 
Cook 
county’s 
outstanding 
sheriffs, 
and 
it 
would he unfortunate to have his creditable 
record m arred because of a foolish naivety in 
refusing to be realistic about a most serious 
problem.
